tender bid that stated the delivery price, which might be 
in excess of the present price. The delivery of materials 
in all cases could not be made under six to eight months 
with sewer title taking as long as one year. In. view of 
this, and not knowing that which lies ahead, the cost of 


the installation might exéeed. a qiarter of a million dol-. 


lars. In short all tendérs were based on ‘‘price prevailing 
at time of shipment’’. This alone could well ran into an- 
other $50,000. . P 
Now the rub that is bothering council and most every- 
one.else alike is whether to go ahead and let the tenders 
and worry about finding the money, or whether to hold 


off the installation pf this project until prices come with- 


. 


in the amount of money that the town has the authority 


. to borrow. . 


There are many aspects to the question. If the council 
waits until prices drop to wliere the system can be install- 


ed for $194,000, money in all probability will be mueh 


harder to find. Whereas, if council goes ahead*and sane- 
tions the buying of this material and labor, froma finan- 
cial stand point, it would look as if value were not being 
received for the money. Another factor which tends ° to 
make things difficult is the fact that the town cin not 
borrow more money Without undue epmplications. At the 
present figure of $194,000 the townvis borrowing more 
than it should according to public stature, As laid down 
by provincial law, no corporate body such as.a.town 1s 
permitted to borrow by debenture more than 2096’ of its 
assessed Valuation. Wainwright is now. straining the 
limits by more than $40,000 on this one law alone. Of 
course the trouble lies in our antiquated and oudated 
system of valuation. Wainwright has been drifting along 
from year 'to year on.a 60% assessment. If this had been 
changed, and it will have to be, the borrowing of money 
equal to the original sum and equal to todays expected 
spending would be much more simplified. 

As the tenders now stand the editor has been given to 
believe that they are if the hands of the engineers, who 
with look-over them and’ report baeketo the next council _ 
meeting. — : “ 

It is very apparent that a certain air of defeatism has 
spread over the town. Most people want the water and 
sewerage system installed at no matter the cost, and with 
this view in mindthe council are taking the mitiative of 
exploring every possible route of giving \ v 
water and sewerage within the shortest possible time. 

At the present the whole proposal has not been shelved. 
There are more ways to ‘‘skin the cat’’ than originally 
outlined. With a modern water system at our back door, 
only being used once or twice a year, it 1s possible that 
some.use can be made of the system at the army camp. 
We are not sure of anything but it is a suggestion which 
is certainly worth looking into, Other _possibilities m- 
clude the deferring of the erection of the water tower 
and stand and saving thus afforded of nearly $30,000. 
This could be easily done by somewhat the same system 
as Hdmonton. They have tio witter towers in the city and 
they certainly seem to get by. 

It is definitely a question whi¢h-will need a great deal 
of thinking by all residents in the town. Whether to take 
a chance and spend money freely now, or to wait and take 
a chance on installing the system at a more reasonable 
figure. We have tried to give a few aspects of our opin- 
ions. The residents of the town will have to: state theirs 
if the town couneil is to know the true feeling of the body 
which it represents. an

One of these patients was a radio 
mechanic and operator who sat with 
legs crossed, the right knee upper~- 
most and wedged beneath the table 
top, while sending and receiving code. 
Prior to his admission to the hospi- 
tal, he had been sitting in this posi- 
tion when he noticed that the top of 
his right foot up to thé ankle “went 
to sleep’, When he stamped seer 
to “awaken” his foot, he first note 
that he was unable to raise it, 

The authors’ comment on this pa- 
tient is that for years the nerve had 
beeh ihujred by his habit of sitting 
with legs crossed, but a warning ting- 
ling sensation had prevented prolong- 
ed pressure. “Under the stress of 
military activity,” they state, “this 
signal of alarm had been ignored, 
resulting in the more damaging com- 


pression, Moreover, additional traum-, 


atizing ‘pressure was produced by 
wetlging the crossed legs beneath a 
table top,’ 

They add that “evaluation of 9ur 
cases, clearly demonstrates that the 
most ¢important predisposing factor 
for development of palsy in those who 
habitually cross their legs is the build 
of body. It is the tall, long-jegged 
person who is prone to have palsy due 
to crossing the legs, Our patients 
were tall ,relatively thin and long- 
legged men with an average height 
of 5 feet 1114 inches,” 

In civilian occupations, this condi- 
tion has been known to occur com- 
monly. in miners, agriculturists and 
coal pickers, according, to the U.S. 
army doctors,
